GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  health  of  employees  and  nonemployees  in  the  Canal  Zone 
and  the  terminal  cities  has  continued  good. 

Three  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  admitted  to  hospitals,  which 
seemed  to  have  had  their  origin  on  the  S.  S.  Advance  during  the 
trip  from  New  York,  September  22  to  October  2,  1917.  These 
cases  were  sick  when  they  arrived,  or  took  sick  within  a  few  days 
afterwards.  The  ship  was  carefully  inspected  and  all  members  of 
the  steward's  department  were  examined  to  determine  whether  or 
not  they  were  typhoid  carriers;  no  carriers  were  found,  but  the  dish- 
washing facilities  of  the  ship  are  totally  inadequate,  and  recom- 
mendations have  been  made  to  correct  this  condition. 

No  disease  of  a  quarantinable  nature  originated  on  or  was  brought 
to  the  Isthmus  during  the  month. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Employees. 

The  following  statistics  are  based  upon  the  total  number  of  names 
appearing  on  the  pay  rolls  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  the  Panama 
Railroad  Co.  for  the  preceding  month,  which  was  29,925. 

Admissions  to  hospitals  and  quarters  numbered  1,098,  a  rate  of 
440.30, l  as  compared  with  382.15  for  the  preceding  month,  and  282.76 
for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

The  constantly  noneffective  rate  was  10.78,  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  10.75  for  the  preceding  month,  and  8.16  for  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year. 

i  AH  morbidity  and  mortality  rates  are  computed  as  equivalent  annual  per  1,000. 
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Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  16,  of  these  14  were  from  dis- 
ease, giving  a  rate  of  5.62  from  disease  alone,  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  7.28,  for  the  preceding  month,  and  5.77  for  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year. 

Diseases  causing  the  highest  admission  rates  to  hospitals,  in  the 
order  of  their  numerical  importance,  were;-(l)  Venereal  diseases, 
(2)  malaria,  (3)  diseases  of  the  nasal  fossae,  (4)  influenza,  and  (5) 
bronchitis.  These  five  diseases  caused  31  per  cent  of  all  admissions 
to  hospitals,  venereal  diseases  alone  causing  12^  per  cent,  and 
malaria  11^  per  cent  of  all  admissions. 

The  admission  rate  for  malaria,  hospitals  and  quarters,  was  24.06, 
as  compared  with  28.36  for  the  preceding  month,  and  13.71  for  the 
corresponding  month  of  last  year.  The  constantly  noneffective 
rate  for  malaria  was  0.81,  as  compared  with  0.74  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  0.50  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

By  race :  For  disease  only,  the  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  the 
death  rate  for  white  employees  were  318.45  and  7.77,  respectively, 
as  compared  with  294.81  and  7.50  for  the  preceding  month,  and 
359.63  and  5.29  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  For  black 
employees,  for  disease  only,  the  admission  rate  to  hospital  and  the 
death  rate  were  137.13  and  5.22,  respectively,  as  compared  with 
127.68  and  7.25  for  the  preceding  month,  and  66.82  and  5.84  for  the 
corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

The  constantly  noneffective  rates  were  16.71  for  whites  and  9.70 
for  blacks. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  quarters  for  malaria  was  18.12 
for  white  and  25.14  for  colored  employees,  as  compared  with  42.47 
for  white  and  25.81  for  colored  employees  for  the  preceding  month, 
and  47.40  for  white  and  7.93  for  colored  employees  for  the  correspond- 
ing month  of  last  year. 

For  American  employees  the  admission  rate  to  hospitals  from 
disease  only  was  287.16,  as  compared  with  255.38  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  319.32  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

Canal  Zone. 

The  civilian  population  of  the  Canal  Zone,  based  on  the  police 
census,  taken  as  of  June  10-30,  1917,  is  24,038.  From  this  popula- 
tion 25  deaths  occurred  during  the  month,  23  of  which  were  from 
disease,  giving  a  rate  of  11.48  from  disease  alone,  as  compared  with 
12.48  for  the  preceding  month,  and  9.66  for  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year. 

Of  the  deaths  from  disease,  61  per  cent  occurred  among  children 
under  5  years  of  age,  as  compared  with  52  per  cent  for  last  month. 

Seventy-nine  births  were  reported  during  the  month,  giving  a 
rate  of  39.44;  of  these  births,  28  were  white  and  51  colored. 

Ten  deaths  occurred  among  children  under  1  year  of  age,  1  white 
and  9  colored,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate,  based  on  the  number 
of  births  reported  for  the  month,  of  36  for  white  and  176  for  colored 
children,  with  a  general  average  of  127  per  1,000  births. 

Of  the  total  births  reported,  7  per  cent  were  stillbirths. 


Panama  City. 

The  population  of  the  city,  as  shown  by  the  health  department 
census  of  June,  1917,  is  61,369;  in  this  population  is  included  ap- 
proximately 8,000  employees  of  the  Panama  Canal.  From  this  popu- 
lation, 167  deaths  occurred  during  the  month,  166  of  which  were  from 
disease,  giving  a  rate  of  32.46  from  disease  alone,  as  compared  with 
22.88  for  the  preceding  month,  and  29.62  for  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year. 

.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease,  53  per  cent  occurred  among 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  as  compared  with  50  per  cent  for  the 
preceding  month. 

The  principal  causes  of  death,  as  compared  with  last  month,  were 
as  follows:

Two  hundred  and  fifty-five  births  were  reported  during  the  month, 
giving  a  rate  of  49.86.  Seventy-one  deaths  occurred  among  children 
under  1  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate,  based  on  the 
number  of  births  reported  for  the  month,  of  278. 

Of  the  total  births  reported,  7  per  cent  were  still-births. 

Colon. 

The  population  of  Colon,  as  shown  by  the  Health  Department 
census  of  June,  1917,  is  26,078;  in  this  population  is  included  approx- 
imately 7,000  employees  of  the  Panama  Canal.  From  this  popula- 
tion, 61  deaths  occurred  during  the  month,  58  of  which  were  from 
disease,  giving  a  rate  of  26.69  from  disease  alone,  as  compared  with 
31.29  for  the  preceding  month  and  30.13  for  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease,  53  per  cent  occurred  among 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  as  compared  with  37  per  cent  for  the 
preceding  month.

Fifty-three  births  were  reported  during  the  month,  giving  a 
rate  of  24.39.  Twenty-six  deaths  occurred  among  children  under 
1  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate,  based  on  the  number  of 
births  reported  for  the  month,  of  491. 

Of  thettotal  births  reported,  12  per  cent  were  stillbirths. 

DIVISION  OF  HOSPITALS. 
Ancon  Hospital. 

The  average  number  of  patients  constantly  in  the  hospital  proper 
during  the  month  was  508,  as  compared  with  534  for  the  preceding 
month  and  416  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  The  average 
length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  each  employee  admitted  was  18.02  days. 
Total  admissions  to  hospital  numbered  1,040,  as  against  1,006  for  the 
preceding  month. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  under  Tables  VII,  Vlil,  and  XIII. 

COROZAL   HOSPITAL. 

The  average  number  of  insane  patients  cared  for  during  the  month 
was  344,  as  compared  with  356  for  the  preceding  month  and  310 
for  the  corresponding  month  oi  last  year. 

During  October  12  patients  were  admitted,  3  died,  and  23  were 
discharged .  Among  the  discharges  are  included  13  patients  deported 
to  the  British  West  Indies  and  3  to  the  United  States. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIII. 

BOARD   OF   HEALTH   LABORATORY. 

A  report  of  routine  operations  is  shown  under  Table  XIII. 

CHRONIC   WARD. 

The  average  number  of  chronic  patients  cared  for  during  the 
month  was  31.84.  Two  patients  were  admitted  to  and  two  dis- 
charged from  this  ward  during  the  month. 

Colon  Hospital. 

Fifty-five  patients  were  constantly  cared  for  in  the  hospital  dur- 
ing the  month,  as  compared  with  the  same  number  for  the  preceding 
month  and  38  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Total 
admissions  to  the  hospital  during  the  month  numbered  215,  as 
against  192  for  the  preceding  month  and  146  for  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year. 

The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  each  employee  admitted 
was  8.51  days. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  under  Tables  VII,  VIII,  and  XIV. 


Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum. 

The  average  number  of  patients  constantly  cared  for  during  the 
month  was  67.67,  as  compared  with  66.56  for  the  preceding  month 
and  67.67  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 

One  death  occurred  among  the  inmates  during  the  month . 

Santo  Tomas  Hospital. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty  patients  were  treated 
during  October,  as  compared  with  1,256  for  the  preceding  month 
and  1,414  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  The  average 
daily  number  of  patients  under  treatment  was  449,  as  compared 
with  440  for  the  preceding  month  and  440  for  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year. 

Eighty-four  deaths  occurred  at  the  institution  during  the  month, 
with  (1)  tuberculosis,  (2)  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  and  (3)  organic 
diseases  of  the  heart  the  chief  causes  in  the  order  named.

DIVISION   OF   SANITATION.

Gatun  district. — The  inspections  at  Gatun  have  found  this  district 
to  be  in  excellent  condition.  The  work  of  the  district  sanitary  in- 
spectors at  this  place  has  always  been  satisfactory  and  has  manifested 
itself  by  a  continual  drop  in  the  malarial  rate  in  this  district. 

Only  two  cases  of  malaria  have  been  charged  against  this  district 
for  the  month  of  October. 

Pedro  Miguel-Par 'also  district. — In  addition  to  sanitation  in  and 
about  the  cities  of  Pedro  Miguel  and  Paraiso,  this  district  includes 
sanitation  at  Gamboa,  which  covers  cattle  camps  and  supply  camps 
at  various  points,  e.  g.  Juan  Mina  and  Limon  plantation,  on  the 
Chagres  River,  Caimito  on  the  Canal,  and  relocations  of  camps  due 
to  land  clearing  for  the  Supply  Department;  also,  Cerro  and  Lirio, 
on  the  west  side  of  the  canal,  and  the  relocation  of  the  West  Paraiso' 
cattle  camp,  which  is  to  be  moved  to  Coca  Lea,  and  which  will  in- 
crease the  distance  which  the  sanitary  inspector  must  travel  to  in- 
spect these  places. 

The  chicken  farm  at  Summit  (New  Culebra)  has  opened  up  an 
extensive  sanitary  problem  at  that  point.  Extensive  anopheles 
breeding  was  found  in  all  ditches  and  pools  and  in  the  swamp  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Panama  Railroad  tracks,  within  200  yards  of  the 
station,  during  the  first  week  of  the  month.  Since  that  time  the 
district  sanitary  inspector  has  done  considerable  work  here,  cleaning 
ditches,  establishing  new  ditches,  etc. 

The  amount  of  work  required  of  the  Health  Department  at  Sum- 
mit can  not  be  determined  until  the  work  now  in  progress  is  more 
advanced.  A  system  of  concrete  drains  about  the  chicken  houses 
is  being  installed,  which  will  have  to  be  connected  with  a  sanitary 
drain  ditch  at  a  later  date. 

Ancon-Corozal  district.— This  district  covers  sanitation  at  Mira- 
flores  and  a  portion  of  Corozal,  extending  south  as  far  as  the  Curundu 
River  along  the  old  Corozal  Road  and  along  the  new  Corozal  Road 
from  the.  Curundu  to  and  including  Ancon.  The  portion  of  this 
district  between  Corozal  and  Miraflores  which  is  to  be  sanitated  by 
the  Army  is  not  definitely  established.  The  Army  mules  and 
horses  increase  the  difficulty  of  mosquito  control  on  account  of  the 
hoof  prints  which  they  leave  in  low  and  seepage  areas.  The  inten- 
sive military  training  in  progress  at  the  present  times  makes  it  diffi- 
cult for  the  commanders  to  observe  all  the  desired  precautions  about 
the  boundaries  of  these  reservations. 

The  hydraulic  fills  on  the  east  and  west  side  of  the  new  Corozal 
Road  are  nearly  complete,  but  can  not  be  completed  at  the  present 
time  on  account  of  lack  of  funds  and  also  on  account  of  lack  of  satis- 
factory available  material.  Most  of  the  material  available  at  the 
present  time  consists  of  silt. 

Balboa  district. — The  Balboa  district  at  present  has  no  pasture 
camps  or  distant  points  which  require  active  sanitation.  An  inspec- 
tion was  made  at  the  site  of  an  abandoned  town  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Matutela  River.     Anopheles  albimanus  were  found  near  two  springs 
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at  this  point.  The  ditches  were  cleaned  out  and  thoroughly  larva- 
cided.  The  distance  from  Balboa  or  other  habitation  is  such  that 
it  is  not  likely  that  malaria  will  be  contracted  from  this  point.  In- 
spections were  also  made  at  Farfan,  where  numerous  Mansonia 
nigricans  were  found  in  the  bushes. 

New  work. — Seepage  areas  have  been  mapped  out  in  various  dis- 
tricts for  interception  ditches  and  the  installation  of  tile  drains. 

The  enforcement  of  instructions  in  regard  to  follow-up  treatment 
for  malarial  cases  has  been  difficult  on  account  of  shifting  gangs  and 
relocation  of  camps.  A  large  proportion  of  the  silver  employees 
work  intermittently,  sometimes  being  idle  for  several  days,  which 
nullifies  the  effect  of  the  five-day  suspension  clause  for  failure  to 
comply  with  instructions. 

Panama. 

A  close  investigation  of  all  cases  of  malaria  reported  to  the  Panama 
Health  Office  showed  that  most  of  these  cases  had  been  contracted 
outside  our  census  limits.  If  the  history  given  by  the  patient 
showed  that  such  patient  had,  within  two  weeks,  been  living  or 
visiting  in  a  section  where  little  or  no  antimosquito  work  was  being 
done,  such  case  was  not  charged  to  Panama.

Reports  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  with  subsequent  investigations  of 
the  same  reveal  many  insanitary  conditions  in  tenement  houses, 
which  are  slowly  but  gradually  being  remedied.  The  death  rate 
from  this  disease  remains  about  the  same. 

The  increased  infant  mortality  rate  is  due  to  the  increased  number 
of  deaths  from  gastro  enteritis,  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause 
being  nearly  double  the  number  for  the  preceding  month.  The  high 
cost  of  milk  and  its  substitution  by  coarser  foods  is  doubtless  at  the 
bottom  of  these  gastro  intestinal  diseases  which  cause  so  many  deaths 
among  the  poor  people  of  the  city. 
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Colon. 

Several  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  during  the  month, 
none,  however,  originating  in  this  district.  All  of  the  cases  were 
passengers  on  the  steamship  Advance,  which  arrived  October  2,  1917, 
with  the  exception  of  one  case  which  arrived  here  on  the  steamship 
Advance  August  5, 1917 .  All  of  the  cases  were  sick  when  they  arrived 
or  took  sick  within  a  few  days  after  arrival.  Specimens  were  taken 
from  every  person  connected  with  the  steward's  department  on  the 
steamship  Advance.     No  carriers  were  found. 

A  fill  is  being  made  at  the  quarantine  and  radio  stations,  which 
will  greatly  improve  the  sanitary  conditions  in  this  area. 

Several  salt-water  drains  were  installed  in  the  swamp  between  New 
Cristobal  and  G  Street,  Colon,  during  the  month. 

Antimalarial  work  in  the  Mount  Hope  district  is  progressing  rap- 
idly, and  it  is  expected  to  eliminate  every  source  of  mosquito  breed- 
ing in  this  district  shortly. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  month  several  inspections  were  made 
in  Colon  and  the  swampy  areas  at  Coco  Sola  and  along  Marguerita 
Road.  This  was  done  in  an  effort  to  locate  the  source  of  anopheles 
breeding  which  is  responsible  for  the  high  malarial  rate  at  Colon  and 
Cristobal.  As  a  result  it  was  found  that  extensive  anopheles  breed- 
ing occurs  in  the  swampy  area  which  extends  from  Ameliana  Hill 
along  Marguerita  Road  to  within  a  few  hundred  yards  of  Fort  Ran- 
dolph. This  area  has  been  divided  up  into  what  is  known  as  drain- 
age areas,  No.  land  No.  2,  and  No.  3.  Area  No.  3  is  opposite  and  in- 
cluded in  the  area  which  is  being  filled  for  the  naval  aviation  reser- 
vation; No.  2  is  a  part  of  what  it  is  expected  that  the  Army  will  use 
for  aviation  purposes;  and  No.  1,  which  begins  at  Ameliana,  is  one 
which  concerns  Colon  and  Zone  sanitation  primarily  and  seems  to  be 
responsible  for  flights  of  anopheles  into  Mount  Hope  and  adjacent 
territory.  It  is  proposed  to  flood  this  area  with  salt  water  by  means 
of  deep  ditches  connecting  with  the  bay  to  eliminate  anopheles 
breeding  at  this  place. 

The  swampy  areas  between  Colon  and  New  Cristobal  were  inves- 
tigated on  several  occasions  without  demonstrating  the  presence  of 
anopheles  or  breeding  of  any  mosquitoes  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
culex. 

QUARANTINE  DIVISION. 

The  plague  and  yellow-fever  situation  along  the  west  coast  of 
South  America  has  remained  about  as  usual.  Conditions  at  Buena- 
ventura, Colombia,  remain  as  previously  reported. 

The  work  of  the  quarantine  division  as  a  whole  for  the  month  of 
this  report  has  been  slightly  below  the  average. 

On  the  Atlantic  side  the  repairs  to  cabin  buildings  and  fill  of  the 
portion  of  the  reservation  to  the  rear  of  the  present  fence  is  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. 

No  cases  of  anthrax  were  reported  during  the  month.

The  new  supervising  veterinarian  and  meat  inspector  reported  for 
duty  October  13,  relieving  Veterinarian  Casserly,  who  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  supply  department. 

The  veterinary  inspection  work  at  the  slaughterhouse  was  con- 
ducted in  the  usual  careful  manner  and  included  microscopic  exami- 
nation of  smears  from  the  spleen  of  each  animal  slaughtered. 


DEPORTATIONS. 

Nineteen  deportations  were  accomplished  by  the  hospital  authori- 
ties during  the  month,  of  whom  8  were  employees  and  11  nonem- 
ployees,  all  suffering  from  mental  or  other  diseases  excepting  one 
employee,  deported  because  of  injuries. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  24  deportations  were  effected  by  the 
quarantine  authorities  during  the  month.
